South Somerset District Council’s (SSDC) Reg¬ 
ister of Assets of Community Value currently fea¬ 
tures 23 properties/plots of land, although only one

has progressed to negotiation between owner and 
potential ‘saviour’. 

The Community Right to Bid came into effect in 


September 2012 as part of the Localism Act 2011 
and gives local communities the chance to save as¬ 
sets believed to be of benefit to the community. 

For example, the legislation can be used to try to 
prevent pubs from being converted into housing. 

Voluntary and community organisations as well 
as parish councils can identify assets and apply for 
them to be placed on a 
Register of Assets of 
Community Value. 

All applications in 
South Somerset have so 
far been successful. 

If an asset on the reg¬ 
ister comes up for sale, 
the applicant can be 
given a certain period of 
time to put a bid to¬ 
gether. 

SSDC administrates 
the register but stresses 
it plays no part in nego¬ 
tiations, and the owner 
of an asset on the regis¬ 
ter is under no obliga¬ 
tion to sell to the 
community applicant. 

The register is only 
there to give the com¬ 
munity applicant suffi¬ 
cient time to prepare a 
bid, which will compete 


with any other bids there may be. 

The fresh statistics have been prepared for 
SSDC’s District Executive, and show that the only 
asset on the register which has progressed to ne¬ 
gotiation between owner and bidder/applicant is a 
piece of land in Ilminster. 

It is known as The Hammerhead Access to Brit¬ 
tens Field and Wharf Lane Rec, and the owner is 
in negotiations with Ilminster Town Council. 

Hinton St George tops the register in terms of the 
number of listings, with a total of four: The Din- 
nington Docks, Green Street/Hinton Close parking 
area, Lord Poulett Arms, West Street school house 
and playing fields. 

Other assets in the Ilminster, Chard, Crewkeme 
areas are Barrington Oak Public House, Combe 
Wood Recreation Field in Combe St Nicholas, The 
King’s Head in Merriott (lapsed) and Chard Young 
People’s Centre. 

Property/land owners who believe they have in¬ 
curred costs as a result of complying with Com¬ 
munity Right to Buy Bid can apply for 
compensation from the relevant council. 

SSDC is in the process of designing its compen¬ 
sation scheme, and central government recognises 
the potential risk to local authorities and will pro¬ 
vide a safety net whereby it will be responsible for 
paying any verified claims in excess of £20,000.

Are the other banks safe? 


BANKING is not what it used to be. Long gone 
are the days when you could have a cosy chat 
with your bank manager who would listen 
sympathetically to your financial needs. 

How many of us actually know who our bank 
manager is? In fact, do bank managers exist 
anymore? 

I pose these questions after the news, re¬ 
ported last week with further reaction this 
week, that HSBC in Axminster will be closing 
its doors in September with its customers 
being moved to the Chard branch. 

HSBC say there is a reduction of 40 per cent 
in footfall across all branches, though they did 
not have any specific figures for Axminster. 

I’ve been a customer of HSBC and its forerun¬ 
ner, The Midland Bank, for 50 years. 

I suppose I’m fairly typical of your average 
bank customer these days -1 rarely go into my 


bank, executing most of my transactions via 
the internet. I can’t remember the last cheque 
that I had to pay into my account and we are 
told that cheques will be eliminated com¬ 
pletely within a few years. 

There are fears that Axminster’s loss could 
be Chard’s gain as businesses switch across 
the Somerset border. 

But it’s the older customers who will be most 
affected, those who do not have - or indeed 
want - access to the internet. 

Some would argue that a small town like 
Axminster does not need five banks but how 
safe are the four remaining establishments? 
NatWest is closing their Lyme Regis branch. 
Will we be reporting on other closures in the 
coming months? 

I wouldn’t put money against it.

Mayor warns of 
bank closure’s 
knock-on effect 

AXMINSTER mayor Douglas Hull says HSBC’s 
decision to pull out of the town is a matter be¬ 
tween the bank and its customers, but he 
warns there is “always a knock-on effect”. 

HSBC announced just over a week ago that 
its Axminster branch will close at the end of 
September. 

A press bulletin said there had been, on av¬ 
erage across all branches, a 40 per cent reduc¬ 
tion in footfall over the last four years - but in 
a further statement to Pulman’s View, HSBC 
said it did not have footfall statistics specific to 
the Axminster branch. 

In a letter to customers, however, HSBC said 
the decision was made “after careful analysis 
of the branch’s commercial viability". 

Although Axminster will have four banks 
after HSBC’s closure, there is an element of 
concern. 

Axminster mayor Douglas Hul said: “It’s be¬ 
tween them and the customers - but there is 
always a knock-on effect once there is a clo¬ 
sure. 

“People who come into town to bank slip into 
other shops and businesses and might stop for 
a coffee - and when you start losing banks 
you could lose these customers.” 

HSBC is promoting Chard as an alternative 
for its Axminster customers. 

Axminster Printing co-owner Jane Rockett 
is not affected by the closure, but echoed 
Mayor Hull’s thoughts by saying: “There is a 
risk that business is taken from Axminster to 
Chard if people do their banking there.” 


Has MP made U-turn 
on fracking stance? 

A HONITON resident says the town should be 
safe from fracking after an alleged U-turn by 
MP Neil Parish (Cons). 

But Mr Parish, who is MP for the Tiverton and 
Honiton constituency, hasn’t admitted to 
making a U-turn. 

Instead, he issued a statement saying he can 
see both pros and cons with fracking, which is 
a process to extract oil or gas. 

Having listened to Mr Parish in a Westmin¬ 
ster debate on June 30th, Honiton resident 
Tony Simpson claimed the former had 
changed his mind and is now opposing the 
views of the Prime Minister.

Ruth is currently Archdeacon of Wiltshire in the 
neighbouring Diocese of Salisbury, a position she has 
held since January 2013. 

Archdeacon Ruth, 53, said she is “delighted to be 
heading to Somerset” as the 13th Bishop of Taunton. 

After her ordination in 1996, Ruth served for 14 
years as a parish priest in Nottingham in one of the 
poorest areas in the Diocese of Southwell and Not¬ 
tingham. During this time she served as an Area Dean 
and was made Dean of Women’s Ministry for the dio¬ 
cese in 2007. 

In 2010 she took on the role of parish development 
adviser in the Diocese of Southwark, based in 
Bermondsey. In 2013 she swapped inner-city life for 
Wiltshire. 

Speaking on last week’s announcement, Ruth said: 
“I am surprised and amused to be chosen as the next 
Bishop of Taunton as I grew up in a non-conformist 
church where women held no roles of leadership. 

“I am delighted to be heading to Somerset to join 
the diocesan team in this wonderful part of the world, 
moving ‘next door’ as it were. It will be a great priv¬ 
ilege to meet and serve everyone who lives and works 
in the county. 

“In a diocese with such a mix of rural and more 
urban parishes, each I’m sure with its own distinct 
personality, I’m really keen to experience how our 
churches and the diocese are meeting those different 
needs.” 

Ruth’s first engagement as Bishop of Taunton-des¬ 
ignate will be a tour of the YMCA’s George Williams 
Centre at Bridgwater, which supports local young 
people without a safe place to stay by providing ac¬ 
commodation, advice and counselling as well as en¬ 
couraging the wellbeing of the local community with 
everyday opportunities to get active. 

Ruth will then travel to Churchfield Primary School, 



a Church of England Academy in Highbridge to meet 
school children and staff. 

Welcoming Ruth, the Right Reverend Peter Han¬ 
cock, Bishop of Bath and Wells, said: “I am delighted 
by this appointment. Ruth is going to bring a wealth 
of experience in town and country to her new role as 
Bishop of Taunton. I look forward to sharing in the 
service of Christ with her and know our parishes, 
schools, chaplaincies and all our communities will 
benefit from the gifts she brings. 

“The mission of the church will be greatly enhanced 
through Ruth’s contribution to the leadership of the 
diocese as together we seek God’s vision for the peo¬ 
ple and places of Somerset.”
